Qualifications of the Applicant: 

The Applicant must be a graduate of a school of phar-

macy accredited by the American Council on Pharma-

ceutical Education (ACPE), be a U.S. citizen, possess 

the Doctor of Pharmacy degree, and be licensed in at 

least one state, the District of Columbia,  or territory of 

the United States.  The applicant must have graduated 

with a minimum 3.0 GPA, or have completed a mini-

mum 3 years experience in pharmacy practice. 

The applicant must demonstrate outstanding skills 

throughout their academic or professional career, with 

a desire to succeed in a challenging and innovative 

pharmacy practice environment.  The applicant must 

be professionally competent with excellent communi-

cation skills, leadership skills, and work ethic.   The 

applicant must be dependable, timely, and able to 

adapt to different work environments with both phar-

macy and other healthcare providers. 

These qualities will be judged through interviews, ref-

erence follow-up, pharmacy school transcripts, and 

letters of recommendation as provided through the 

application process.
